In the occupaliinn of Paper Folding, pioensj of paper live- so folded as to assume new 
shapes and forms ; strong paper, wifclioiifc writing upon it, should be used, in order that 
tlic folds may be clear and woll-deiincd and may keep iheii’ shape. For real objects demy 
paper is roeouimi'iided, of self colour alike on Ijoth sides, but for symmetrical forms, it is 
preferable to use paper of different colours on the two sidi^s. Froolud taught only one 
kind of Paper Folding -with sipiares, and applied only niu' rule in folding, i r., folding 
th(' ronu'i's; the aiitbor of this' work lias added a new nili'. for folding sipiares, folding 
the sides, and for advanced pupils has iiibrodnciMl tbi‘ foliling of rectangles, a, ml of other 
regular shaped forms, such as liexagons and octagons. 

d’lic pieces of paper used must be accurately cut ; they may bo bought ready cut, or 
the following directions may be of service in cutting : — 

Fold a sheet of paper in half length-wise, then unfold it, and lay the four 
corners upon the fold (see plate XV., /}.j. II-l). lly means of this folding, 
you have a licxagon, upon which four triangles lie ; cut off the two large 
» tL’i.angles, a, h, c, and 'W, r, in tlu' direction r a and d and carefully 
divide them in .rVj and y e. You have iben four sipiares, which can easily 
fill' divided into four smaller cipial sipiares. The remaining paper may be 
, similarly divided. The sides of the sipiaro when ready for use should 
measure or \ imjhes. 

Paper Foldii,^ had been used by mothers and nurses for the amusement of children, 
long before Ihc time of Froebel, li'i: lie gave a ineiiuiiig to the occiipalion by the applica- 
tioii of bis maxim, “from the easy to the diJllLlilt, The special rocommondations 

of the (lift are those : the child niLlkes his own phiythiiig ; he compares what ho makes 
with tjie world around ; the folding affords gooil, exercise for his fingers and hands ; and 
ho learns exactitude and ac curacy which accuracy nic^' bo of service later, when letters, 
clothes, or ribbons lKf\^c to be neatly folded. Ho also gains some of his earliest ideas in 
inathematica from the study of parts aad angles.

1, 2 ; slio then folds the liottbin of the paper 
to till" top { fig. 3) and shows the child that the uwo parts are equal. After tliis .she fedds 
the right and left liand sides tngeLlier, Jig. 1, and a^ain it will bo seen that the twn 
halves are equal, she then iniilies anntber (old, /Ig. C). whicdi gives a quarter of the 
square. AVlicn again unfolded it will be seen that the square eoiitains four smaller 
Ffpiares, or quarters, fig. G. The next folds are diagonal, nr across, fi’om corner to 
e irner, f/gs. 7, Tne child further lays the adjacent sides together, and cross lines 
Avill be given, which divide the squa]'es into quarters, or four triangles, //^. f). P^y the 
aid of these diagonal lines, or by the two s'raigbt lines across, the centve of the square is 
found. /// 7 . 10, and should be marked with a pencil or pin. 

AfL»'r the centre of the square is thus marked, fresh forms, 11, 12, 13, 14, are 
prndncLd by successively frdding towards it, one corner, then two, three, and four. Tlic 
square may then be again unfolded, and fig. Id represents tlu^ mark of folding, which 
will be left upon it. T1 may be again i\.'fiddi‘d to jig. 14 ; then the four corners may bn 
fidded towards the centre, //y.'f. IG, 17, IH, 1!!, but they must bo ftjlded outwards, and 
not iii’wards, nr the sncceeiling figure, s cannot be fnrnif'il. The last figure produced, 
fig. 1!), is a square. Tlie ]mper again unfolded, i.s .sliowui on fig, 2X 

For the folding of real objects, w^e start wutl ! //■//. 1 ,b, and bore it is necessary to turn 
the papi r sti that the four squares, and not the tliagonals lie uppermost, jdatc XV., fig. 1. 
The corners are then folded for a third time towards ihe centre, and W'C liave s tcce.ssivcly 
the forms roprescntecl on plate A'V., /igs. 2, 3, 4, 5. These and succeeding figure, s up in 
No. 15, are on double scale, for clearne.ss of illustration. Fig. 5, the df)uble folded .square, 
is taken as the foundation for the representation of real nbject.s. TIig form juiist bo 
turned so that the divided squares nr diamonds lie uppermost.

111 cutting out, tAVo materials may bo und, paper and cardboard. J’aper is naturally 
the easier for a child tu liandlo ; cardboard rctjuirea'a strong and linn hand, and a sharp 
penknife. It must be at once observed that Froebel divides Paper (hittiiif;- into two parts, 
which may be called, cutting out^ and riittin(/ up, or cutting into iiarLs. The cutting 
out of pictures may be considored I'.s intermediate betAveen cutting out and cutting up. 
When the interest of the child is only drawn toAvards tlie part cut out, and not toAVards 
the remainder, the Avork is called cutting out ; but I’roebel by his treatment draAvs 
attention to all parts. lie directs Iiqav the piece is to be cut in parts, or how the wliolo 
is divided into parts. In order to distinguish this from ordinary cutting out Froebel 
calls it cutting up. It is easier than cutting out ; and to one point Froebel attaches 
great importance, even Avitli young children. In cutting up every part is*utilised, Avhilst 
ill cutting out, the remainder is tliroAVii aside as usedess. lie consider, s that the fact of 
much being useless and superlluous in the Avovld should not be dAvelt upon early, but 
rather that some appreciation is due even to the tiling of leash Avorth and size. Ilia 
material, hoAvcvur, is hardly simple enough for a very young cliild. According to his 
plan, the child’s first cut iiin.st be made through a paper folded ciglit time.s, but avc think 
it better to begin Avith easier similar exercises. Little material is ncGde(k;"the srjuares 
of paper already described for folding are the best that can bo u.ged. Jloftiers gi\c great 
pleasure to their children by cutting out various objects for thein, such aa"*' dolls, plants, 
IloAver.s, houses, itc., perhaps as much as by draAving, or telling stories. 'Phey may go 
a step further, and teach children to cut out for tkcmsclves. Cliildeii long to get 
possession of scissors or knife at an early age, and to cut in imitation 'of their teachers. 
We believe that they may be safely alloAVcd to take scissors into the.jjr hands betAVcon 
five and .six years of age ; but this should be only under direction, and in pre.scnce of a 
parent or teacher. ’ 

It is important that the material used in beginning slioubl bo of the easiest 
description to AVork upon ; paper Ts more suitable thuVi either Jiiien or clolh. The child 
Avishes for scissors to cut up — before he desires to put together ; ^uit after he has been 
allowed to cut, he may Avitli the help of gum, construct a new object from the pieces.

Fnr the first exercises in cuttinr^ up, the moilic4’ selccta ^ piece of paper of 3^ or 
4 inches in length, one-eighth of this length in breatlUi. Tliis strip may be cut from a 
stiuare for paper fokling. ' Tb^j scissors miA^t be fruited to tlie child, and must have round 
an^ on no account sharp ends. . , 

Each child receives a strip of paper, aijd is taught ^o fold the ends together, and 
then to cut it in lialf. Then the tw3 halves ntust be talcQU, and again folded, and cut in 
half. The chihircn must then be tnld, that each half ftf the half is a quarter. The 
quarters can be again ^fiddcd, and divided, and wo have idghths, which will bo found to 
be squares, The scissors are then taken from the rhildruii, who may be supplied with 
sheets of stiff coloured paper, and with brush itnd gum. 

They are next taught to place tlio oigbt squnres togotlior, so as iio^longcr to form a 
strip, but a monument, a cross, I'tx., (see illustralious to jdtiic IV. y Pt\rl J.) 

The cbildreu ui‘xt receive strips four inches long, and one quarter this length in width, 
and are taught ns follows : — “ Lay the long sides upon eatdi other and mnke a clear fold. 
Then fold the ahort sidns togotlior, unfold the last fold; then make a cut through this fold, 
which will be through double paper.” Tlio^cut must begin at the open, not at the closed 
side of tlie paper ; this rule must alwa^'s be followed. When seven cuts have been made 
ill the paper, the cbildreu have eight equal xhoces, or rcctangle.s. Tliese may be guiniiiod 
on coloured paper similarly to the .square.'?, see illustratinu.s on phtte JX, Part I. 

Addibinual strength i.s needed to nut the paper when four times folded. In order to 
give the cliili'^fcu practice, the squait paper for folding may be cut once, and then the 
halves 4'oldcd m four parts; tlie cut mu.st begin from the open side, and the jiieces cut 
may be gimnied tngetljor as before. 

Next, impor eight times folded should be attempted, by treating the whole square 
for folding similariy, and proccoiVug as before. 

.Tlie object o/ the foregoing exorcises has benn-’to cultivate strength of hand ; the 
more diClicult exiTcises follow the easy, by constantly adding to the number of fold.s of 
the paper, JhitVlie cut in every case lias boiAi short, and the child has needed to open 
and close the seissors once only. Now the cut must be longer, and firmer. The 
cliildy^n must be taught to open the scissors 'videly, and to place the paper carefully 
between the blades. They recci fO strips long and /i arrow, the narrow ends are laid 
together, and the ciPt is made in the fold. Next they have paper long and wide, and 
proceed in the same way, and the cut Is long. 
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■ Then they receive the whole square, and mus't make a fold and cut across it ; after 
this, they make paraUel straifi^ht- folds, then the dia;»onals, and other cuts, thus 
preparation is made for Froebers ^aper Folding and Cuttings 

B. Froerel^s Course of Pafe^^ Foldtno anp Citttino. 

Frochel’s material is the already named square of paper, used for folding, each side 
is usually four inches long. * *

The first fold is a diagonal, jilute XIV,, jifj. 7. Then the sharp corner at the left 
is laid upon the sharp corner at flic right, and a fold is made, thus four triangles lie one 
upon another. In order to got eight triangles ^y6 might repeat this trealniont ; hut as 
the new fold would theu he foiiL’-rohl, and therefoL’o not sufliciciibly* exact, we prefer to 
fold the corners of the two upper trihiigleb\ over, and those of the two under triangles, 
beneath, by which means we luive eight triangles, laid upon each otlioV. 

This form is liho foundation for a largo variety of cuttings. One pfoinb must he 
carefully remembored. Its sharp corner, which is the ctmlre of the original srpiare, is 
always represented in the drawings as on the right ; if this were on the left a dilTcrent 
set of designs would bo formed. Jly means of the folding, cheqjuevH will he formed 
upon the upper triangle, and the lines may be inarki'd with pencil ; w’o can then take 
the folloAving cxercisos-

Next we Lave slantiiig lines in various directions, /ryurw 12 and 13, and slanting 
lines containing two right angles, figures !■> and 16. Further we have tho union of 
perpejidicular and shuiling lines with acute angles, figures 16 and 17, and with obtuse 
angles, /^y. 13." AVe have, linrizontal and shniLing lines with acute and obtuse angles in 
fig. 16, and with obtuse angles only in //y. 20. 

T]\o pieces which have bt'cn thus cut from white piijuu* may be earofully arrang ed 
on coloured psi^ier or cardlioard. lii urdi'i’ that this may be neatly done, the centre of 
till! piece on which they ari' to he arrangi'i^ should he marked, and tho pieces then laid 
around it. Every pieiM' cut should he used in making tlio pattern, that the cliild may be 
taught that waste must not he allowed. To show how great the variety of such patterns 
will he found to be, we ^Wc figures 21, 22, 2.9, 21, 25, 26, on jdftte XVIT., all of wliicli, 
ami many mure, can be made from the paper avIicu divided by two liorizoiital cuts, as 
represented, in idate XVII. ^ Jij. 9. •

PAPER PLAITING, OR WEAVING. 

The folloAviug matorials are rcquirod for plaiting : — 

1. A white or coloured mat :*i'auie. 

2. Coloured strips of paper'. 

3. A plaiting needle* 

The mat-frame can he easily made. First divide a large sheet of 'coloured paper 
into sixteen equal pieces, for one of which see jilate XVIII., fj. 1 ; then fold the upper 
side n 6, plate XVI IL, Jig. 2, upon the under side c and a rectangle is formed. I3cnd 
the open ends of the paper so as to form a margin of about half- inch in wiiltli, and then 
cut slits perpendicular to, and ended by the folded niaigin. /fy. l'. Unfold the paper, 
which then presents the appearance in Jig. 3. This is the nuiL-fLanie. 

For the strips cut a piece of paper of a dilTereiit colour, but of the same size as the 
squares for the luat-framc, into strips of the same width as the strips of the mat-frame, /u/. 4. 

The plaiting needle can be made of a shaving of wood or a piece of wiraleliunn ; 5. 

It is slightly rounded at one end, and pointed like a weilge at the otliur; it has a slit 
three quarters of an inch in length at the rounded end, and is siiiootlied with sand paper. 

In the mat-frames intended for the use of children of from four to live years, the 
strips should be three-eighths of an inch wide ; for older children the strips may be 
smaller and more numerous. The wider strips are needed for younger children, partly 
because more easily handled, but also because work with w'ider strips is uompleted in a 
shorter tiiiie, and the child should not be allowed to leave its Avork inirnii.'ih'.il. 

The mat-fraiJiG is one of the most Ldiariiiing and valuable gifts of the Jviiidergurteii. 
Whilst the ball, cube, and cylinder represent to the cliilil the AVorld of moLiuii, and, Avitli 
the following gifts, the Avorld of form and shape, the iniiL-franie pre-eminently represents 
number and colour. Like all Frochers occupations, it has also an industrial side. It 
is, in fact, a loom in miniature, and initiates the children into the lau^j of plaiting and 
weaving. 

The mat-frame is especially useful for children ayIio have a stronger sense of colour 
and form than of number. Such children Avill be charmed by its colours and patterns, 
and, wliilst ordinary lessons in number might be tcd9ous to them, they will count one 
many times on the mat-frauio without any sense of fatigue, and so Avili be led on 
gradually to higher numbers, and to the arithmetic lessons of the school. 
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Tlio mat-franiQ also leads to an alistract comprehension of number. Many chil^en 
have little power of intellectual combinatir,ii. "TliDy can easily^ count single numbers, 
even up to a hundred, bilt ^lil-to grasp the idea of two nr three as an undivided whole. 
Numbers, to them, are only So many units* and the child sees so many ones around 
him, two being to him only two ones, ''riic number two is an intellectual abstraction, 
and cannot bo perceived Tintil undorstoodt as eiich. For the object of this explanation 
the mat-frame is preferable to all jenown means of illustration. Suppose, for example, 
that we weave tiro over, Uvo under, or two up, two dowij, the cliikl learns to recognise 
the two separate strips as two. 3. wo black or coloured strips drawn across the white 
frame are laid across the two units as an undivided two \n the form of a black parallelo- 
gram. Tins, considered alone, would bo a unit, but in relation to the two strips under, 
which measure it, it is an undivided two. The^ teacher may further develop this 
principle, and, ma^ thus give to the child impressions of number, before leading him on 
to processes of aritluuciic, such as adding, subtracting, multiplying and dividing. 

Tlie mat^irurds the earliest lessons in arithmetic ; it employs both hands, and, for 
that reason, is preferable as an exercise, to writing. Occasionally, where classes are 
large, cliildron are allowed to plait in unison, directions arc given, and the children plait 
to the beat of, the wand. 

Valuable impressions of form and sbaje arc also given. If the loose strips are of the 
same width as the strips of the frame, only squares aud parallelograms are produced. 
lJut they may he cut broader than the mat-frame, or the strips of the frame may bo cut 
obliquely, or may follow various curved lines, and thus an infinite variety of patterns 
may be made. 

The son.se of colour can he cultivated, and the teacher must be careful to give tlio 
cliihh’en only those colours together, Avliicli produce a harmonious result. 

If thcrclis dilliculty in any special instance, in conveying the desired impressions 
of number, the same exorcise may bo repeated, with changed colours. The great 
advantage of the mat-frame is .that the child learns, not hy observation only, but by 
tou^jliing and hUndling ; and his oliservation inuFit he accurate to be of avail. The 
pi-ocessos may he compared to the processes needed in copying an animal in clay. 
Vague ohsorvation is not enough ; if the copy is to be accurate, the object to be copied 
must be accurately ob.served. ■ • 

.riaitiug is like weaving. The slips of tlje mat-frame correspond to the warp, the 
loose strips to tlie woof, and tbe|plaiting needle to the shuttle. From a atrip of linen, 
which is one of tfee simplest woven substances in existence, we naay learn the two 
simplest rules of plaiting. In weavirig such a piece of linen id a loom, in order to admit 
idle shiittlo, the alternate threads are raised and* depressed by the machinery of th^loom. 
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If the first threail is down, the second will he up ; and if the first is up, the second will 
be down. We may express this fiile shotily, by the worils “ one down, one up,” or 
'* one up, one down.” -After the Lhuttlo. li/as been thrown, and the thread of the woof 
drawn through tlio warp, thu position of the thi'^ads of the warp is reversed ; the threads 
wdiich were raised before are now down^ while those whicli Avorc doAvn before are now 
raised : consequently, if the rule at first Avas “one dowui, unc up/' the rule now is the 
roA’ersc, “ one up, oi'ie doAvn,” and vice u^rsa. 

The same process takes place in plaiting in the mat-frame. The slips of the mat- 
fiiime are divided ; one is pushed doAvn, and the other up, and the plaiting needle is put 
betAATon them. Tlic process is reversed for the second strip. The simplest pattern in 
plaiting, as in weaving, is for the first line, one doAAii, one up, fpr the second line, one 
up, one doAAii, and so on, or AvrittoiS shortly, 1 d, 1 u, itc., 1 ii, 1 d, Ac. " Up ” means, 
take up tile slip of the frame. Tavo slips of the frame may bo raised ‘instead of one, and 
tlio necdlo may l)e laid under them. Thus many .simple patterns may be dcAdsed. In 
every case Avhen the pattern is described in Avritiiig, it must be explained hoAV many slips 
must be up and hoAV many dmni, and the paiteni must be coiitiiiiiod to the end of the 
line. The .second lino mu.st be different from the first, and more complicated patterns 
may extend over several lines. We may also have coinxioiind riile.s, ijr two riile.s of 
jilaiting, apiffying to the same lines. The ropelition of the same or different piiLteriis in 
the lines may afford elementary ideas of the multiplication table. 

Kasy Exercises. 

For the younger Kindergarten children, the slip.s and .strix^.s of paper are usually 
about three-eighth.s of an inchin Avidth. The teacher Jlr.sL distnhutes the frame.s, Avliich 
should all be of Avhitc x^ax^ier ; .she points out that they arc*- divided into .slifl.s. Then she 
distributes the loose strips of coloured paper and compares these Avitli ' I’le mat-frame, 
and observes that they are of variou.s colours. Next, .she gives out the needles, poiiiLs 
out the slits in these, and shoAA’s hoAv the paper may he in.scrtod. The teacher begins 
Avith the simxdcst pattern, 1 d, 1 u,,aiid 1 n, 1 d, and shoAvs the chihh’cn how to draAV 
the needle tlirough the aaIioIc length of the frame, beginning at the top, and working 
from right to left. If not .satisfied Avifh their Avork, .she may rtqjL'at the xiattcrn in 
different colours, and may then gradually proceed tc more difficult pattern.s, in Avhich 
she may compare various iiiiinbers, as one and tAvo, one and three. 

A few easy examples arc given heloAV. It Avill be observed under number 7 tliat a 
pattern is given in brackets. Thc.se bracketed directions will frequently occur. They 
must be rcxieated as far as axiace allows, AAitli a return to the original direction at the 
border,

The ends niust l;e guTiinvcd to the frame when finished, 
like the maty (itfjtc XIX,, jig. 1, 2.) 

The second land is nniLle of loose sfrips, 'without a niac-fraino. AVork of this sort 
cannot be called Aveaving, but simply plaiting, and a needle is no longer rcLiuired. 

For the tliird kind, mat-frames only and no loose stinpy arc used.

The slanting slips may be cut of 
various breadths, but must always be according to a fixed rule. It will be seen from 
/yv. 7, 0, that the niarhers may be varied by folding four of more strips together in the 
same direction, and*thcn plaiting. 

STRAW PfiAITINO AND CANE WEAVING. 

Another variety of plaiting is the basket pattern, which can Be made from a single 
mat-frame, the breadth of which is^ixactly equal to the length of the slips. Each slip 
in turn is folded over at riglit angles to the frame, and plaitctl into fhe unfolded slips. 
The slips arc folded alternately, from each sidc,/^s. 10, 11, 12. m 

Plaiting or Woiiving 'with rushes or split cane will bo found a good occupation for 
older children, and simple baskets maybe made. First take two strong riuslios or pieces 
of cane of about four inches long. Lay them crosswise at right angles, then weave a 
long flexible rush or a piece of cane in a flat circular coil, alternately up and down the 
crossed rushes ; place four more at even distances tranvorsely, till you have fg. 13. 
Then continue weaving till you have fig, 14 ; this would make tht'. bottom of a basket. 
The long ends which project beyond Llie circular coil, can tlieii bo drawn together for 
the sides, and ruslies or cane may be again woven in,/fy. 15,
